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THE NORTHWEST CRISIS. 

The Free Press of November 27th, con- 
tains four columns on the late session of 
the Territorial assembly, giving a full and 
carefully prepared statement of the real 
issue between his honor and his advisors, 
and presents the popular side of the case, 
as represented by the thirteen members, 
who made such a hard and noble fight for 
Territorial rights. As this is the most import- 
ant question now hefore the people of the 
west, and one which has not only created a 
crisis but a deadiock in the affairs of 
government in this gountry, it is necesssary 
that the electors should possess themselves 
of all the available information, so that 
when the time comes they will be in a 
position to intelligently, and promptly take 
action. We give below extracts from, and 
the gist of the article in question, but would 
advise all who can to read the full statement 
as contained therein, The statement of the 
trouble is thus given; ‘Speaking generally, 
the impression appears to be that the 
majority of the members of the assembly 
were contending for an abstract principle— 
that of responsible government—while in 
reality they were contending for the most 
common rights of popular representatives, 
without which representation would be the 
merest farce. The actual point in dispute 
was, should the funds be controlled by tne 
people’s representatives, with due regard to 
the prerogative of the executive, or by the 
executive, without regard to the people's 
representatives.” The monies granted 
annually by the federal government was not 
placed under the control of the old North- 
west council, because it was only partly 
elective, and therefore not responsible to the 
people of the Norchwest. And consequently 
the governor had the disposing of the fands, 
the council sitting with him in executive 
session. 

In response to the repeated demands of 
the people,a change in the system took 
place, and thé Northwest act of 1888 was 
passed, making the assembly purely elective, 
and the governor ceased to sit in legislative 
session. This act provided for four members 
to act as aa advisory board, to advise with 
the governor in all matterg of.finance. 
Under jthis act it isthe prerogative of the 
governor to lay propositions regarding 
financial matters before the house; it is the 
prerogative of the house to accept or reject 
these propositions as they may please.” In 
order to know what prepositions may be 
favorable to the house the governor must 
choose his advisers from among the members 
of the house, and if their advico is not 
acceptable to the majority he must, unless 
he would block the business of government, 
choose other advisors, whose propositions 
mill be acceptable. It is proper so long as 
the present system prevails, of having the 
estimates of one year voted according to the 
expenditure of the preceeding one, that the 
xovernor should havea definite position on 
the board as he acting as the commissioner 
of the Dominion government has to inform 
itas to what the necessities” are on which 
the grant is to be made.

tion was given him with a view of the funds

The board,elected in a caucus 
of all the members, also understood it in this 


way and acted, both during the assembly 
and afterwards, accordingly. The assembly 
voted the federal grant and no renionstrauce 
came at the time from the lieutenant govern-

government interpreted the act 80 a8 to give 
the people’s representatives control over the 
federal grant. Thus matters stood when 
the assembly met onthe 16th October of 
this year. The resignation of the first 
advisory board, the formation of a second, 
with Dr. Brett at its head, and the subse- 
quent fight by a majority of the members 
for the position taken last year which they 
claimed was in accordance with the law, are 
well known to the people of the Northwest. 
The announcement made of its poli:y by the 
Becond advisory board ‘‘took the assembly 
aback, not only because it was a reversal 
without a cause of the former universally 
acceptable policy, but because it had be- 
come apparent through the adhesion given 
to it by the new advisory couucil, that there 
were members of the assembly willing to 
give up its most valuable rights in order 
that they might have an excuse ior taking 
office, the excuse being that the new policy 
was the only one consistent with the reading 
of the Northwest act. As the yearly 
revenue from Territorial sources is only 
about $16,000, while that derived from the 
Dominion tor the current year was $145,000, 
it wasevident that if the assembly could 


only contre] $16,000 while the lieutenant 
governor controlled $145,000, his power was 


very much greater than that of the assembly: 
Not only so but the most important ordin-

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According to the returns of the British 
board of trade, the number of persons of 
British origin who emigrated from the 
United Kingdom, during the ten months 
ended 8lstOctober last, was 233,880. Of 
these 168,000 went to the United States, 
27,500 to Canada, and nearly 24,000 to 
Australia. Tho emigrants to Canada were 
21,868 English, 8,685 Scotch, and 2,107 Irish. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the best land 
of the United States is now taken up, and 
thousands of settlers in Dakota aud Minne- 
sota are on the verge of starvation, and the 
great majority of farmers there are crushed 
under debts coutfacted to purchase food 
and seed, yet two thirds of the emigrants 
from Great Britain go there and in so doing 
pass by a country unlimited in extent, and 
possessed of all the natural advantages 
needed to assist an industrious emigrant in 
securing &@ competence, and where a case of 
want or privation among those already 
settled, is almost, if not altogether unknown. 
The lamentable ignorance of the people of 
the old country, and of many in our own 
land, of the boundless resources of the great 
west of Canada, would be amusing, if it were 
not so fatal to its developerient. The lie of 
Voltaire that Canada is only a “‘fow arpents 
of snow” away up in the north of the 
continent, isactually taken for truth by 
probably the majority of the inhabitants of 
the British Isles, And the insanity of those 
people who delight to rig themselves out in 
fur, with nothing but the nose to be seen, 
and get their pictures taken in an artificial 
snow storm and send it home as representa- 
tive of Canadian life only adds to the 
delusion. These misrepresentations may be 
very funny for those making them but they 
may result in a life of poverty and wretch- 
edness to those who are driven to other lands, 
when nature hinders instead of aids, those 
unfortunates who are striving to wring the 

, necessaries of life from the reluctant soil.
